The colony might remain for atime under 
the British flag, bat would ultimately cease to 
be in any sense a British colony.

The unrestricted influx of yellow immigrants 
would create along the Pacific strip of North 
America an Asiatic Chili. The cooditions of 
the whole American problem would be gradu- 
ally bat fundamentally transformed. The most 
destractive of all imaginable solvents would be 
applied to the Monroe doctrine, Asiatics would 
hold both sides of the Pacific, as Buropeans hold 
both sides of the Atlantic, and all civilisation 
might be dominated or convalsed for centaries 
hy that state of things, as the Middle Ages 
were moved and vitalised by the secalar conflict 
between Christendom and Islam. 

Samming op, he concludes that for all par 
pes of this generation the dangers of an 
norestricted Asiatic invasion are too great. It 
will not be allowed. He fully admits the diffi 
culty of inducing the Japanese to accept 
position of inequality internationally equivalent 
to the mediwval statas of the Jews : — 

The Japanese have, perhaps, yet to realise 
as their acquaintance with the West becomes 
more familiar and their knowledge of it more 
subtle, that all Earopean political arrange 
ments, except where the direct issue is war, 
ure based upon illogical bat convenient com 
promise must be the foandation of any tempor 
ary settlement.

Atsolute exclusion ofthe yellow race from 
ull the enormous anfilled territories claimed as 
white man's country would mean war. Bat the 
unrestricted invasion would lead even more 
certainly to war in « worse form. No one ix 
jnatified in taking an cptimistic view of this 
«question. 

A traly unpleasant dilemma likely to tax 
the patience and wisdom of statesmen for many 
a year to come.

Mr. Dunlop, so the world, or rather M. 
Lambert and the three “Standards,” woeld 
have as believe inflicted severe injuries on the 
dignity of the ex-Director of the Khedivial 
Law School, compelling him as we pointed out 
to join in a conspiracy against the Minister of 
Education and to commit a variety of mean- 
neases—nasty tricks at which the Great 
Karamel blushes for shame. Indeed, if we are 
to believe the excellent jurist, Mr. Duvlop 
merits something more than dismissal ; indeed 
it would seem doubtfol ir the gallotine— 
pardon we meant the gallows—were ndt too 
good an end for his misspent life. For-all the 
treasnres on earth, including those gathered 
fronr the subsorigtions of the faithful to the 
three “Standards,” we would not stand in

The ex-Director of the Law School, knowing 
the strong national spirit of his compatriota,

It is 
almost certainly of the early Roman period, as 
there are abundant traces of Greek influence. 
The head was obviously made separately and 
fitted on to the colossal statue after the latter 
was erected ; it is 17 in. from the base ot the 
neck to the crown of the head, and 12 im. wide 
at the brow. It is one of the most beautiful 
Roman heads that has yet been discovered in 
Egypt

DJELALLEDDIN PASHA’S LETTER 


The following is the paragraph in the 
“Times” referred to in onr special service 
telegram of the 15th inst :— 

As was to be expected, the letter of Ahmed 
Djelaleddin, published in “The Times” ten 
days ago, has caused a considerable fluttering’ 
of the dovecotes at Yildiz. According to report, 
the Palace has sent a telegram to the Khedive 
to the effect that his Majesty hes learned with 
surprise and indignation of the extraordinary 
letter which Ahmed Djelaleddin has had the 
“audacity” to address to “The Times,” and 
which that newspaper has had the “impudence” 
to publish ; that Admed, after being educated 
at the Imperial Palace and loaded with favours 
by the Sultan, who bad regarded him as one 
of his most faithful servants, had had the 
shadow of Imperial protection withont giving 
any reason, and had refused to return in spite 
of repeated offers of forgiveness and reinstate 
ment to his former dignities ; and that the 
Sultan, in consequence of the Pasha’s latest 
act of insubordination, “orders” the Khedive 
to sommon Ahmed and impress upon him the 
enormity of his conduct and to insist on bis 
immediate return to Constantinople. 

It is possible that the ex-favourite's letter 
produced more effect at the Palace than it 
otherwise might have done on account of its 
publication coinciding with the receipt of news 
from Erzerum which tends to confirm the 
prediction of an approaching revolt against the 
Hamidian system. It may be remembered that 
some 1X months ago the Musulman population 
of that city refused to pay the newly-imposed 
tax on domesti¢ animals and expelled the Vali 
who endeavoured to collect it. The Government 
on that occasion gave way completely, sent 
another Vali, and eventually abolished the tax, 
which other districta as well as Erzerum refused 
to pay. It now appears that the new Vali recent 
ly received instructions to take action against 
the local Mufti, who was suspected of being the 
leader of the movement, and who at any rate 
had encouraged the resistance of the people by 
declaring the tax to be contrary to the sacred 
law ; aad that the population, hearing of these 
instrnetions, gave the Vali notice to quit. How 
ever this may be, it was officially announced a 
few days ago that he had resigned and would 
be succeeded by the Vali of Angora, whose 
place he would take It is rumonred that the 
Angora Vali refused to go to Ererum unless 
he were given a free hand to deal with the 
situation as he thought fit and were promised 
protection against the inteference of Zekki 
Pasha, commander of the north-eastern army 
corps, who has made himselt practically dicta 
tor in that part of the country. Whether for 
this or for some other reason, the arrangement 
has fallen through. The Vali of Angora remains 
at his post, and, according to an official an 
nouncement this morning, a former Vali of 
Baghdad, a man of no great reputation, will go 
to Erzerum

These figures, which have been qnoted asa 
test, are, however, by no means an infallible 
criterion of sex, and they are certainly not the 
kind of evidence on which an anatomist would 
place chief reliance in coming to a decision on 
such a question. The bones are those of a man 
of about 25 years of age, perhaps a year or two 
more or less ; but certainly of a man well under 
30 years of age. Bot, at the very lowest esti 
mate, Queen Teie must have been well over 40 
years, and probably more than 50, at the time 
of her death ‘ 

The complete development of all the bones 
actually contamed in the arms and legs shows 
this individual to be more than 20, and probably, 
more than 23 years of age. The complete fusion 
of all the epiphyses of the shoulder blades 
indicates a probable age of at least 25 years. 
But the incomplete anion of the epiphyses of 
the collar bone, the segments of the spine and 
the hip bones indicates the improbability of 
the individual being much more than 25 years 
of age. The evidence afforded by the teeth 
confirms this estimate 

Professor Sayce saya, Your Correspondent 
has gone wrong in one important particular ; 
the inscription on the mummy-case does not 
state that it belonged to the King Akh-en-Aten, 
hut that it had been given by the King to his 
mother Teie.” Mr. H.R. Hall, writing to one ot 
your contemporaries three days before the 
appearance of Professor Sayce’s letter, gives 
quite another explanation of the reason for 
calling the coffin Teie’s. He says “Khuenaten’s 
{Akh-en-Athen’s] name existed on the coffin, 
it is true, but the coffin is definitely that of a 
woman.” There is no mention of Teie’s name 
being on the coffin. No one should be able to 
give a more authoritative account of the true 
state of affairs than Mr. AE. Weigall, who 
supervised the opening of the tomb on behalf 
of the Egyptian Government Service des 
Antiquités. When I told Mr. Weigall that the 
skeleton which he had sent me from the tounb 
supposed to be Teie's had proved to be a young 
man's, he wrote:—“I am not surprised at 
what you say, for the coffin had apon it 
only the naine of Akhnaton [Akh-en-Aten], 
Queen Thiy's [Teie's} son, and not her name.” 

The fact that part of Teie's funeral farniture 
was found in the tomb suggesta that some 
confasion may possibly have occurred when 
the Royal mummies.were being transferred 
from the tombs at El Amarna to Thebes. The 
only Royal personages likely to have been 
buried at the former place are Quen Teie, 
King Akb-en-Aten, the latter's second daoghter 
a mere child), and the King Ra-smenkh-ka, 
the successor of Akh-en-Aten and the hasband 
of his eldest daughter. If any confasion occured 
in transferring these mummies to Thebes and 
some mummy other than that of Akk-en-Aten 
was placed by mistake in the coffin, Ra 
smenkh-ka seems to be the only man whose 
mummy could by any reasonable chance have 
been substituted. This is a possibility suggested 
by Mr. N. de G. Davies, whose intimate 
knowledge of the El Amarna records lends 
special anthority to his opinion. 

It may, perhaps, be asked—Why refuse to 
admit that the young man found in Akh-en 
Aten’s coffin is Akh-en-Aten himself? The 
objection has been raised that it is impossible 
to crowd the events of his life into 26 years. 
A sealing on a wine-jar refers to the 17th year 
of his reign. If he were only 26 years of age at 
his death, this would mean that he came to 
the throne at nine years of age. He is known 
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absolutely irreconcilable as is generally sup- 
posed. A very slight addition (even one or two 
years) tothe age attributed to the skeleton 
would enable the events of Akhen-Aten's life to 
be fitted into the time limit ; and in this con 
néxion it most be recalled, as I have explained 
at length above, that the estimate of age is not 
anabsolutely certain determination to a year 
or tworfn any one individnal case. 

I have gone into this matter in some detail 
(and, I fear, have risked the accusation of 
encroaching on the province of the archeologist) 
so as to make perfectly-plain exactly how much 
weight can be attached t0the anatomical evi- 
dence, which does not pat an absolute veto on 
certain possibilities that may be suggested by 
the historian. 

Akh-en-Aten is known to have been distin 
guished by anamber of very pronounced 
anatomical peculiarities, which were repeatedly 
represented, no doubt in an exaggerated form, 
by the artists of his reign. The elongated head, 
the receding forehead, the coarse nose, oblique 
eyes, full lips, and elongated chin, the slender 
neck and the effeminate figure are all pecaliar 
ly, distinétive of his portenits. And for porposes 
of comparison we have @ series of his paternal 
ancestors and his maternal grandparents, the 
study of whose mummies ought to throw some 
light on the identity of the mummy we are at 
present concerned with 

Although I have not been able to detect in 
the skeleton in question any very pronounced 
resemblance to the pictares of Akh-en-Aten, yet 
when clothed with flesh it would have present 
ed some very exceptional features which, with 
a comparatively slight exaggeration, might 
easily be brought into contormity with the 
Akh-en-Aten peculiarities 

My colleague, Professor Fergnson, agrees | 
with me in regarding this man aa having been 
the subject of chronic hydrocephalus. The 
enlarged craniam has become flattened and 
otherwise distorted, so that in profile it looks 
onduly long and the forehead rather low 
The nose is more prominent than that of 
Amenbotep III. and was somewhat deflect - 
ed to the right side. The jaws (and 
probably the lips also) were rather promi- 
nent. There is a long and somewhat pendant 
chin, although this peculiarity is not nearly so 
pronounced as the long pointed form repre- 
sented in the contemporary pictures of Akh-en 
Aten ; it presents a mach closer resemblance 
to the interesting object found by Professor 
Petrie and described by him as the death-mask 
of this King. 

The skeleton is mach more slenderly built | 
and more effeminate than that of Amenhotep 
I[]., which I unwrapped two years ago; and 
the pelvis is so roomy as to have deceived Mr 
Davis's two experts in regard to the sex 

In addition to the great enlargement of the 
brain-case resulting from early hydrocephalus | 
there are irregular thickenings on the inner 
walls of the cranium, such as all pathologists 
who have performed autopsies on cases of 
epilepsy and other chronic brain diseases are 
perfectly familiar with. If the skeleton should 
should prove to be Akh-en-Aten’s, this sugges- 
tion of his mental state will throw some light 
on many events in his brilliant and reckless 
career, the indulgence of his literary and 
artistic genius at the expense of the disintegra 
tion of his Empire. But, whoever the mummy 
may have been, the disciples of Lombroso can 
claim that his abnormally big, perhaps epileptic, 
brain endowed him with one of the qualifica 
tions regarded by them as essential in the 
founder of a new religion

FINANCING THE COTTON 
CROP. 


PAYMENT AGAINST DELIVERY 


Our Landen ial Correspondent writes ; 
—With tegard to the question of relieving the 
monetary in Egypt during the 
months of . ber, and December, 
when the cotton efop is tharketed, there is a 
strong opinion amongst leading financial people 
here that if only the Magnates in Alex- 
andria would set “sg ei paying 
cash for the delivery of @ ; 
provinces and on the farma, 
the cotton being sent dows to Ale 
against payment there, the money 
would be considerably relieved, as this wo 
at all everta, to some extent prevent the gold 
being retained and boried, in the 
provinces, If the balk of the cotton ts 
were made against the delivery of the cotton 
in Alexandria, this would result in much of 
the gold being retarned to the banks in the 
ordinary course of business, and it would this 
consequently remain in circulation. I give 
this expression of opinion in the hope that it 
may receive the attention of the large cotton 
houses in Alexandria. It is possible that the 
Government might object to this beng done, 
inasmach as it might cause some delay in the 
payment of taxes, which are so freely liquidat- 
ed at this time of the year, but surely some 
arrangement could be made by which the 
Government would be willing to work in co- 
operation with the large cétton buyers.
